After this return, South 
could not manage to win the rest 
of the tricks but was set one 
trick. 

Be sure you see the right crime 
before you read on, for there's 
more than one misdeed concealed 
in the story we have just told. 

South was the criminal, of 
course, and his chief crime con- 
sisted in trying to win thirteen 
tricks. Instead of trying to dis- 
card dummy’s. clubs and cross- 


ruff, he should have conceded 2, 


trick to the club Ace, drawn 
trumps, and won twelve tricks 
with ease. 

But even if South decided to 
cash the diamonds and play for 
a cross-rulf, he should have ruff- 
ed the third round of spades with 
the ten of hearts. He could then 
é¢ontinue by ruffing a club with 
dummy’s remaining low heart, 
and from then on he could cross- 
ruff with trump honours. That 
line of play would produce 
twelve tricks without risk.

While the latest German com- 
munique gives no details of re- 
cent fighting on the Russian front. 
a Soviet communique broadcast 
at midday yesterday gives a full 
account of the position on each 
of the various fronts.
